This is being mentioned because it is felt that 
it is important to consider in* attempting to reply to the qusstion 
In^HeBulet of iO/5/5l» To elaborate on this, I should like to 
point out that there is a certain degree of fluctuation in the 
make-up of cases comprising the Vital Facility category; i,e,, 
persons are continually being added to or deleted from this group 
and, it is felt, it can not be definitely said at any one point 
that all cases in this category 'have been hrndled in accordance 
with the instructions in the SAC lets cited above. 

However, as to the status of the matter in this 
office, our records reflect that of I2i2 such cases presently 
existent, 52 are in an up-to-date condition.
